Mr, Meekins' proposition to settle the 


voting question by vote of the people of 
the city, which appeared in the THE 
TEANORIPT, Friday, attracted consider 
able attention, and opinion varies as to 
the devisability of such a procedure, 
which would be entirely new to this part 
of the country. 


Mr. Childs, one of the candidates for 


the appointment, called at the office this 
morning to say that the plan was accept- 
able to him and that he would be pertect- 
y willing to have the people decide tho 
matter by ballot. 


A TBAKSCRIPT representative 
asked 


Postmaster Lyons, who is generally un- 
derstood to be willing to retain the office 
if circumstances should throw it his way, 
whal he thought ot the idea, but he did 
not care to be inten leived oil the subject 
and would express no opinion one way or 
the other. 


W. F, Darby, who lias been prominent 


as a candidate from the start, was asked 
for his views. Mr. Darby said if the peo 
pie desired to select a postmaster by bal- 
lot he should not object, provided the 
contest were confined strict!}' to Trail 
knowa and tried Republicans, and yet he 
was not enthusiastically in favor qf the 
plan, which he doea not consider entirely 
fair in some raspecls. Some men have a 
great deal more business with the post- 
offico than others, but their votes would 
not count for any more on that account, 
while their influence in securing an ap- 
pointment in the customary way does, as 
Mr.Darby feels that it should. Mr. Darby 
has done a good deal of hard word in try- 
ing (or the appointment, and the same is 
true of at least some of the other aspii- 
ants, and he thinks that to set all tlii, 
work aside and submit the iseue to the 
voters, many of whom would be governed 
by personal feelings and prejudices, woulu 


hardly conduce to the best interests.

Foil REVIVING THE Cl'KFBW. 


The problem of how to" prevent the 


street school'of vice is arousing the atten_ 
lion of the good people of cities and towns 
everywhere. There seems to be a gen- 
eral discussion of the subject at this time 
and an earnest interest taKen in it. Dur- 
ing the colonipl times the curfew was one 
of tbe institutions of New England, "When 
the bell rang-, which it did in every city 
and hamlet earlj in the evening, young 
folks were required to go to their homes. 
In those more simple days everybody had 
a homo. Up to a very few years a bell 
was rung in many of our villages in the 
early evening, which served merely as a 
reminder of the old "blue" law. 


A child's life spent on the street and 


exoosea to its moral poison is very apt to 
be the beginning of a vicious lite. The 
street school is the school ot shii'tlessnes s 
and of vice. Rampant viciousness in the 
present adult generation is the natural 
and inevitable consequence of the instruc- 
tion of the street school, and there is every 
i easan to expect worse in the generation 
•which will succeed unless a halt is called. 


The Springfield, Mass.,'News in urging 


1h> experiment of the curlew in New 
England towns, rightly says that "in re- 
cent years a movement has gotten con- 
siderable headway to rebtore the old re- 
gim3. It was noticed that the major 
part of the young people ran wild nights, 
taking fatal lessons in the street school. 


It was recognized that homes were not 


what they ought to be, but few disputed 
th".t even i>. poor home was better than 
the street for the young. 
Another con- 


siderat'on appealed to the thoughtful, 
that, it the children were inside, home 
vrould soon grow to be a hotter place, 
that the 
influence

equally 
imoortant 
with 
the 
in- 


fluence of the old over the young. It has 
been said that the mother makes the 
home, but it is true that children are an 
essential element. If the children are 
not within when the fathir returns from 
his work the home is only an apology, tbe 
i'p.bher is easily tempted away and the 
mother loses her restraining and purify- 
ing influence. The parents have no op- 
portunity to endear themselves to the 
children, or the children to cultivate the 
virtues on which their future happiness 
and usefulness in the world depends." 


In many of the western towns and cities 


the practice of "ringing the enrfew" has 
been adopted. This is an ordinance com- 
pelling all child ran and youths under 15 
yeirs of age, unless accompanied by par- 
ents or absent with leavs (apprentices and 
those employed excepted), to be at their 
homes at the hour of 9 o'clock at night 311 
fciinjrner ai<~! 8 o'clock in the winter. 
Tt 


was one of a number of laws recom- 
mended to town and city governments 
aid t ite Legislatures at a convention of 
the boys' and girls' national home and 
employment association, and is now 
in operation in towns and cities in 
Nebraska, Colorado, Illinois, and other 
western, states. "Wherever enforced it is 
Tri;ti marked success, and most encourag- 
ing results. 
Crimes ars decreasing, the 


ijiimber of arrests is lessened, and there 
has been a great reduction in commit- 
ments to the reform schools. The mayor 
of North Platte, Neb., writes. "For 
two years before passing the ordinance 
we sent 14 boys and girls to the reform 
school, and for the two years we have 
enforced it we ha,ve not sent any.' The 
chief 01 police of Omaha also says: "We 
fcav^. had no occasion to make any arrests 
Hnder its provisions since it has been in 
fcrce. When 9 o'clock comes, the chil- 
dren make it a point to go home. It is 
now an easy matter for parents to en- 
force he me rnles." 


The "Westfield, Mass., News-better is a 


strong advocate of reviving the curfew 
and enforcing it by ordinance. The ea- 
Hor says in his last issue: 


"Would it not be worth ths while for 


our eastern towns and cities to give the 
"curfew" a practical trial? We have evi- 
dence right here in our own town of the 
imperative need of some restraining and 
salutary influence to keep our boys and 
girls off from the streets, where now so 
many of them are found, night after 
night? Let us have a curfew law, and 
when the curfew rings, let tbe law be en- 
force;! !" 


Yei, let the curfaw be tried again. It 


is needed right hero in North Adams. 


York, which is confessedly ruled by men 
who ought to be within the walls of the 
penitentiary, is being effectively used in 
London to prevent any unification of the 
government of the greatest city in the 
world. 


Those who have studied the question 


very carefully insist thatiti." impossible 
to remedy the existing evils except by 
contlning the suffraje iulocal elections to 
taxpayers and to property holders. 
The 


record of the votes will show that three- 
fourths of the peopla who vote and who 
rule the municipalities are not taxpayers 
or owners of any property within the city 
limit*. 
A city is nothing more than a 


great corporation, and it is preposterous 
to suppose that a person who docs not 
own n single share ot stock should bo al - 
lowed to vote at any of the business meet- 
ings of such corporations. 


ItVould be difficult to carry out a re- 


lorrnofthis character, because manhood 
suffrngp is deemed essential in our state 
and national elections, and thousands will 
not make the distinction between the 
right to vote for an alderman and the 
right to vote for president. Yet we wit- 
ness all over the- country tne practical re- 
sults of requiring tbe same qualifications 
in vutars for aldermeu aad voters I'or the 
p'-esidonoy. Iu the former case the worst 
wemonts almost invariably 
rule, as

THE PIPE STOPPED BY A STONE 


Work of Repair has Been in Progress 


for Several Days. 
The Muddy 


Water Again Collected and 


Disposed of. A Trouble- 


some Matter.

The method suggested by B. M. Meek- 


ins, candidate for postmaster, for the

Oil, no, there is no circus up here. A 


circus is for fun. This city's campaign 
's dead-in-earnest all the time. Just be- 
cause Ira and Daniel and John and Elmer 
are managers of one of the candidates— 
that doesn't make the campaign a circus- 
neighbor. 


The Windsor company have been hav- 


ing serious trouble the past few days with 
the Briggsville "geyser," which devel- 
oped about c year ago, and about winch 
there was much in tbe papers at the time. 


It will be recalled that there was a mys" 


tcrious sinking of a large piece of ground 
near the river and that a bis stream of 
peculiarly roilly water broke out and 
flowed into the river in such quantity as 
to spoil the water for certain purposes for 
whinh it wa^ used in tbe print works 
After many experiments the company 
succeeded at large expeuse ia sinking an 
eight-inch pipe to the depth of 80 feet. 
This brought the water to the surface in a 
fcingli 
stream 
and 
then 
it 
was 


necessary 
to

to

I'i'int works, where it was erupted into 
the river. 
This arrangement worked 


\vell and the company, which from the 
time the geyser broke out, until the 
piping was completed had suffered great 
inconvenience besides being put to a 
heavy expense, felt that the 
trouble 


had been successfully and permanently 
overcome. 


But such was not the ccse. A few days 


ago the water br^im so flow into the 
river again and their was another big 
landsink. 
Investigation .showed r.bat a 


stone had got into tbe bottom of the 80- 
foot standpipe and stopped it up, causing 
the water to find another outlet. The 
pipe was also broken. The river water 
was again spoiled for use in the works; 
The company began to draw water from 
its reservoir, commonly known as the fish 
pond, and the work of remedying 
the trouble ivas begun. It has been going 
on for nearly a week and 20 men and sev- 
eral teams are still busy on the job. 
The 


water has been turned again into the pipe 
which conducts it below the works and 
the worst is over for this time, but it is 
evident that the "geyser" is something 
which is liable to make itself felt, at any 
time in spite of all the precautions tha^ 
can be taken. There is a condition far 
below tbe surface wnich makes solid and 
permanent work impossible. It is a very 
troublesome matter to deal with and to- 
tally different from anything eiss that 
ever before developed in this region.

bo made of these attractions about North 
Adams. Greylock can be put to purely 
commercial uses, stripping it of its wood, 
or it may bo left a mountain of beauty 
and practical utility. 


Between North Adams and Cheshire 


are eighteen streams of water running 
down from the Greylock mountain and 


onliguous hills. 
Groves of spruce and 


other evergreens uover the mountains. 


Pleasing prospects and beautiful views 


everywhere greet Che eye. 
All these 


grounds should be preserved. 
North 


Adams has already wisely preserved the 
Notch and all the streams running there- 
in. The other streams should be reserved 
in a similar manner, or be put under pub- 
lic control. These preserves should be 
made as against three enemies. First, 
against the possibility of rich men's pur- 
chase and its conversion into private 
grounds. Second, against the woodchop- 
per to whom the forests on Greylock 
mean only cords of wood. Third, against 
those who would intentionally or careless- 
ly burn the forests.

Wbipple, the Democratic municipal con- 
vention was held ia the district court 
room Friday night. 
It was called to 


order by P. J. Ashe, who performed that 
function in behalf of the chairman and 
secretary of the city committee, who 
were unable to be present. On motion of 
John P. Bowes, Mr. Chippendale was 
made score tary. 


The election of a chairman was next 


attempted, but D. J. Fiunegan raised the 
point of order that a committee 
on 


credentials should be chosen first to make 
known whether Owen Morria, who was 
nominated for 
chairman by A. M. 


Wbipple, was a regularly chosen dele- 
gate. • Mr. Ashe recognized tho point and 
chose on Mr. Finnegan's motion, Frank 
H. Goodrich, Morris Gatslick and John 
F. Bowea a committee on credentials. 
The committee reported 32 delegates 
present in correct standing. There were 
five delegates absent. 


Selcctlais a Chairman. 


Mr. Whipple then nominated Owen 


Morris for the chair. Peter Keefe nomi- 
nated, through courtesy, Mr. Ashe. Then 
Mr. Morris insisted on the motion for 
him to be chairman. 
Mr, Finnegan 


thought that unparliamentary and Mr. 
Keefe withdrew. The chair decided that 
more than one nomination could be made. 
Mr. Morris then moved Dr. C. J. Currac, 
who deslined. Mr. Morris then withdrew 
and Mr. Keefe renewed his motion and P, 
J.Ashe was chosen chairman. The secre- 
tary had acted as chairman during the 
wrangle, Mr. Ashe having vacated the 
chair from the time he was placed in 
nomination for- rjermanent chairman. 


Bryau and Chicago. 


A. M. Whipplo then introduced this 


resolution: "That we, the Democrats of 
North Adams in convention assembled do 
hereby reaffirm our allegiance to those 
great principles of democracy as formu- 
lated by the Democratic party at Chicago 
in 1896. And we extend to our gallant 
leader, William Jennings Bryan, our re- 
newed confidence in his leadership and 
that his patriotic voice may never be 
stilled until the triumph of those great 
principles he represents." Mr. Whipple 
spoke at some length on the resolution 
and the propriety of introducing it, stat- 
ing that the friends of Mr. Bryan would 
resent at the polls an indignity to the 
spirit of it. He appealed for the favora- 
ble and general indorsement/of it. Dr. C. 
J. Curran, a supporter of Mr. Bryan, 
could not see the sense of bringing into 
municipal politics national affairs and on 
his motion the resolution was laid on the 
table. TIic Citizens' Committee. 


Dr. Curran then snid that the citizens' 


committee had conferred with the dele- 
gates aud had no suggestions to make for 
the council candidates except James H§ 
Flagg lor the unexpired term and that 
they would support all of the nominees of 
the Democrats. Mr. Whipple thought it 
all wrong, this trading. He wondered if 
the convention was going to be a Repub- 
lican one with a hat or old gun thrown 
into the trade. He moved the report be 
laid on the table aud the nomination of 
Democratic candidates be proceeded witb^ 
Tte motion was carried. Mr. Whipple 
was reminded by the chair that the night 
was short though the chair wanted to bo 
patient with Mr. Whipple. Mr Whipple 
tnen moved that the convention proceed 
to an informal ballot for mayor. Kis 
motion was not seconded and Jehu Larkin 
being recognized proceeded to speak as 
follows: 


Speecli of Noiua*i»tiou. 


"Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 


Convention: Since the adoption of a city 
government by North Adams, the free- 
dom from partisan strife in the election 
of a maj'Dr, has been one of the rewardg 
that we as citizens have enjoyed. 


"In the selection of the right man very 


little time or effort was required From 
every section and from all parts came the 
call for our most representative citizen. 
Nor were these calls uttered with any 
uncertainty as to whom this man w.is. 
One man stood out pre-eminently as the 
representative man of North Adams, and 
so it came that Elr. A. C. Houghton was 
selected as the first mayor of our city. 
The same order existed one year later, 
the same call for the same man. 
And so 


it was that up to the present time no un- 
seemly strife has entered into the selec- 
tion of a chief executive of our city. 


"As it is well known Mr. Houghton'3 


many business enterprises forbid him 
giving further time to the direction of 
affairs. The question tor the citizens of 
North Adams to decide is, 'Who is the 
man best qualified to follow up the work 
inaugurated by the present admislration?7 
With our permanent improvements only 
just started, it would seem unwise to take 
so great a risk as to ohoose one not in ac- 
cord with the council and thus retard the 
work so auspiciously begun. 


"Fortunately we have the man: A man 


fully in accord with the spirit of public 
improvement; a man of large experience- 
a successful business man; a man who by 
his own indornitablD energy and pluck, 
has risen from a workman at the bone 
to a successful manufacturer; a man who 
during his many years as an employer of 
labor, has always accorded to the laborer 
his just rights and refused to be dictated 
to 
by 
any 
combination or 
trust. 


A large hearted and liberal man; iu 
short, a man who stands under his own 
hat and in his own shoes. 


"It is pleasing to note tbe spirit of non 


partisanship which has characterized the 
citizens of North Adams in the two first 
years of the city's history and in accord 
with this and fnliy satisfied that the elec- 
tion of the man I name will serve the 
city's best interests I have the honor to 
present to this convention the name of H. 
Torrey Cady. 


IVIcsfrs. Wliipi'Je and Hatucr. 


On Mr.-Larkin naming H, Torrey Cady 


there was applause and Mr. Whipple had 
another talfe. He did not come with the 
intention of nominating a Republican, 
but a Democrat. He spoke of the division 
of the Republican party, one faction of 
which represents the common people and 
went into the caucuses and succeeded In 
nominating Mr. Hamer.
